Then each depart-
ment might apply to it for men as
they were needed.

‘BIG FIGHT FOR SUFFRAGISTS.

The woman suffrage workers at
Olympiz are ovérjoyed at their suc-
cess in securing the passage of their
bill in both branches of the legisla-
ture. But the labors of the women
who are interested have only com-
menced. The guestion will be sub-
mitted to the voters at the next state
election, and the indiéations are that
it will be decided as in the past.

Washingon had woman's suffrage
briefly when it was a territory, but
it failed to stand the test of the
courts, und at the time of the adop-
tion of the state constitution the hal-
lot was denjed the fair sex. In 1898
the question. was agsin  submitted,
and the suffragists were again de-

feated.

The fortunes of the measure in
Oregon may be an index of what
the suffragists may expect in this
State. In 1900 the majority
against granting suffrage to Oregon
women was 2137. In 1906, when the
question was submitted again, this
majority rose to 10,173, and in 1908
it was 21,812,

These figures do not indicate prog-
ress of the suffragist movement but,
together with statistics from other
states and with the appearance of
organized opposition among the
women themselves, bear out the con-
tention of Mrs. Humphry Ward that
the movement in the United States
is “obviously declining."—Spokesman-
R“iﬁ"o
